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Fleming Extols 
Tory Policies; 
Blasts Coyne

Donald Fleming listed the major 
achievements of the Diefcnbakcr 
government yesterday and later, 
had some difficulty in controlling 
himself vrhen speaking of the Coy< 
jie affair. 

The controversial Minister of 
Finance spoke here as guest of the 
Progressive • Conservative Club, 
briefly reviewing, the policies and 
actions taken by his colleagues sin- 
ce they came to power in 1957. 

"The most .Commonwealth-mind- 
ed government Canada' has had in 
many years," was the way Fleming 
described the Conservative govern- 
ment He said the Tories have eon- 
Iribiitèd greatly to the effective- 
ness of the Commonwealth and at 
the same time have played a lead- 
ing role in ~: International, affairs 
and international finance. He said 
Mr. Green, IkHnistcr of External 
Affairs, has played "a role of lead- 
ership in the cause of disarmament 
and the control of arms," 

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS 

Turning his attention to domes- 
tic affairs, Mr. Fleming stated that 
the Conservatives "have done more 
than any government in Canadian 
history to slabiliie farm incomes. 
He mentioned how his government 
had reduced the wheat snrplus, 
made more credit available to 
farmers, and introduced a scheme 
for rural rehabilitation. Continu- 
.Ing, he spoke of the Tory "Ttoads 
to Resources" program in which 
the Federal Government is provid- 
ing one half the money.

About a hundred students have been busily at work for the past few months, drawing 
up the format of this year's Winter Carnival, which will take place on. February 15, 16, 17. 



Danny Trevick, of the New De- 
mocratic Party, introduced the first 
speaker, M. J. Coldwell, who open- 
ed his talk with a definition of 
the aims behind his party. 

He maintained that the govern- 
ment should plan the economic 
structure so that society would be- 
nefit rather than a small number 
of people who control industry. 
PEOPLE SECOND 

"Many of our great resources 
are owned, operated, distributed, 
and used for profit by individuals 
from Canada and the U.S. Our very 
economic structure benefits them 
first, and then the rest of the 
Canadian people." 

Coldwell then outlined the pre- 
sent economic conditions in Can- 
ada. He olKerved that we have 
centralized control in the hands of 
a few people, and that unemploy- 
ment is widespread. He stated that 
the vast number of substandard 
houses in Canada is a disgrace to 
our country. 

'This is an indictment of the 
kind of economy we have today," 
he continued. 

His talk was closed with a pro- 
phecy: "if the New Democratic 
Parly is not elected in this elec- 
tion, or the next one, the liberals 
will be left picking up the scraps 
of ideas that we have left, just as 
they have done down through the 
years." 

CHEVRIER REPLIES^ : . 

The second speaker, Jionel Che- 
vrier, was introduced by liberal 
Sy Stcinman who outlined the po- 
litical history of the MJ». The Mi- 
nister opened his talk, immediate- 
ly taking issue with Coldwell. 

"Mr. Coldwell has cut both par- 



tics, the liberal and Conservative, 
for allowing private individuals to 
hold corporations. It is one thing 
to make a statement of that kind 
out of office, and another, to solve 
It in office." 

He asserted that the government 
has long looked for a double-bar- 
relled economy, such as Coldwell 
suggested. "Many crown corpora- 
tions", he continued, "such as the 
Seaway and the CJ4.It, have been 
established with that end in view." 

Chewier expressed his regrets 
for supporting Conservatiw poli- 
cies in rebuttal to Mr. Coldwell 
who had "lumped the two parties 
together." 

The M.P. then proceeded to at- 
tack Finance Minister Fleming 
concerning his statements on the 
Coyne affair. He criticked Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker for his treat- 
ment of the affair: "Mr. Diefenba- 
ker will never be able to live down 
a case like this, firing a roan with- 
out the chance of a hearing." 

He emphasised that the Conser- 
vatives pay Up service to trade ex- 
pansion/ and accused the Govern- 
ment for failing to provide Jobs for 
the people. Finally, he predicted 
the{8UOcessxof<:tbe liberal party 
in thelnext^Féderal elections.

A Matter Of Schooling

FOR MANY Canadians, everylhing is all right in this countiy; 
we are supposed to be an example of justice, showing to 
the rest of the world the picture of what comprehension 
and good partnership between two different nations can 
produce. In fact, for many, these are not two nations but 
ones CANADA. 

For those who know what an English Canadian is, and 
what a French Canadian is, the differences are striking and 
more than sufficient to affirm that there are. In fact, two 
nations in this country whose co-exIstence Is not an example 
of justice and "bonne entente" and partnership I Of course, 
this causes surprise if you say it to an English-speaking Can- 
adian, or sometimes, to a French one; both of whom do not 
understand and think of you as a "whiner". 

However, a country whjch allows-its Indians to starve or 
quietly watches the disappearance of its Eskimo culture or 
applies discrimatory Immigration rules, is not a country to 
preach to South Africa or to the U.S.A; 

Canada ignores the. grievances of one third of 
Its population on the basis that those who claim more justice 
and equality do not represent the general opinion, and on the 
other hand, 'blames the French and the Americans for not 
having listened to the Algerian and the Cuban people. 

I want to take but one flagrant example of what we 
may call an "abnormal situation" (a typical . British parlia- 
mentary and diplomatic expression i). 

My example concerns the different policies and systems 
of education among the 10 provinces. I would soy that to 
study the history of education in Canada is to study the best 
example of bigotry, narrow-minded, rejigious and nationalist 
prejudices. And the saddest of all is to be forced to recognize 
that in all but 3 provinces. It's still the same. 

Let's take the religious side. Protestants, ids ûO;) group, 
have a peculiar attitude on religious and denominotional 
schools. Even in Quebec, where they have their own Board 
and can organize their own schools, in fact they administer 
their schools along neutral lines. (Even the Jews agree to go 
to this type of school.) It Is clear that the division among the 
Protestants and maybe, the very nature of Protestantism, 
causes this situation. The resujls are that a Protestant prefers 
such a neutral school system to a multiplicity of Protestant 
denominational systems. There Is one exception to this rule, 
Vizi Newfoundland. And I don't think that such a system 
could be applied to a more cosmopolite, more pluralist and 
bigger state like Ontario. Of course, the neutral system Is 
good for the Protestant, but maybe It Is not good for every- 
body and one cannot say that he stands for . liberty of relt- 
gioii If he denies Iri practice, the necessary (economic or 
juridical) means to others, to Have a denominational school 
If they wont one. 

Let's see the linguistic side now. In principle, a Catholic 
;i<- won't lose his faith if he goes to a non-denominational school, 
:^l^but It is 99% sure that a French child will lose his mother 
' tobnge if he goes to an English school. IN PRACTICE, ENGLISH 
CANADIANS CAN. BE PROUD OF AN ACHIEVEMENT IN THIS 
FIELD. BECAUSE OF DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICES, THEY HAVE 
ASSIMILATED HALF A MILLION OF FRENCH CANADIANS SIN- 
CE 1760. 

As you know, this country recognizes the liberty of lan- 
guage, but, in some provinces, this language must be English. 
Of coursé, you may have a bilingual school if you want, but, 
except In Quebisc and Ontàrio,' yoO must think twice because 
you have to pay twice: you pay for a public school to which 
you don't go. Even In Toronto with 50,000 to 75,000 French 
Canadians, there Is only one secondary bilingual school. If 
Quebec wanted to Impose this kind of billngualism on the 
English Canadians, oh la lal 

There Is no constitutional guarantee of minority rights. 
.In relation to bilingual Instruction, but'justlce,. English fair 
play and the Bill of Rights mean sonnething In this country; It 
means equality of chance. In principle and In" practice for 
both linguistic groups. We ore all supposed to be "Cana- 
dians", but how con I be a Canadian and still speak French 
and have my children educated In French If T don't have the 
opportunity of getting the same treatment In. Vancouver that 
John Doe gets when he comes to Quebec city?

agreement to disagree which 
underlies peace. Civil War is al- 
ways possible. Did world federal- 
ism prevent war when the con- 
science of the United States split 
over slavery? 

. .Those degenerates who prefer 
to Iw- red than dead 'have only 
my contempt, They ' enjoy.' their 
present freedom because ,of ' the 
bravery and courage • of their 
ancestors. What a world would 
we live in now had -their ances- 
tors been lilce them! 

To say that wc will got peace 
when Russia gets a new outlook 
is perfectly true. But this is 
strictly bell-the cat advice. How 
are wc going to get them to lis- 
ten. Like ail men of good will I 
would destroy it. But in the 
meantime, it is nothing short of 
folly to weaken ourselves before 
such an offensive. 

Those who refer to the tactics . 
of Mahatma Gandhi seem to for- 
get the type of people against 
whom the Mahatma was operat- 
ing. The British were more , or 
less Christian. They did. not, fur- 
thermore, really believe in Ihelr 
own right to be in .India. But 
suppose the Mahatma and his 
followers had lain down on the 
road before Hitler or lùush- 
chcv? Non-violence and pacifism 
prc-suppose a community of va- 
lues to succeed. That community 
of values is today, lacking. 
Thus, to sum up, neither world 
government nor yet pacifism 
furnish a solution to our present 
crisis. The outlook is grim. Let 
us not deceive ourselves with fal- 
se hopes.
